Now Auto Tires Blow Up, 
He's Late Into Madera, 
But He Gains Assurances of 
Support of Candidacy. 


Much Encouragement Is Re- 
ceived on Tour of State.

MADERA, May %4.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Madera entertained Hon. Phil 
A. Stanton, Republican candidate for 
Governor, and his party of campeign- 
ers tonight and many citizens took ad- 
vantage of his visit to shake his hand 
and have a word with the next Gov- 
ernor of California.

This morning he visited 
all of the packing-houses in Fresno 
and later was mMmtroduced to many of 
the railroad employés there. 

VISITS TO WINERIES. 

The partly left Fresno immediately 
after lunch and visited several of the 
large wineries on the way to Clovis, 
which city was reached at 2:30. 

At Clovis J. G. Ferguson of the Fres- 

no Flume Company took the candidate 
in charge and introduced him to all of 
the merchants and prominent citizens. 
From Clovis the party came direct 
to this city. 
“TI bave not yet recovered from my 
surprise over the discovery that Fresno 
county strongly favors having the next 
Governor come from Southern (Cali- 
fornia,” said Mr. Stanton tonight, “and 
now I learn that the citizens of Ma- 
dera county have the same idea.

6ATTLE FOR JOHNNIE MINE 1S 
NOW ENDED. 
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Report of Loca! Leaders in Property 
Shows That Old Management Failed 
to Report Actual Statue—Deed of 
Trust Given Without Stockholders’ 
Knowledge. 


L. J. Christopher, president of ‘the 
Johnnie Mining and Milling Company, 
has just issued the annual report of 
the company, which calls for the in- 
crease of the capital stock from $1,000, - 
000 to $1,500,000. 

The additional $500,000 worth of stock 
is to remain in the treasury .f@& 
use in increasing the pliant of the com- 
pany and to carry out additional de- 
velopments. 

The following were elected members 
of the directorate at the meeting of 
May 5. L. J. Christopher, A. D. Mey- 
ers, A. P. Johnson, M. 8. Gregory and 
T. A. Johnson. It also was decided to 
hold the annual meeting of the com- 
pany on the third Thursday in May 
in order to permit the closing of the 
books fot the previous month. 

In his report President Christopher 
says: “During my visit to the prop- 
erty I personally inspected the under- 
ground workings and found decided 
improvement in the mine since my first 
visit. In the mine new ore bodies are 
being opened up and the shaft is be- 
ing sunk to the 800-foot level. Every 
month has shown increased tonnage 
handled by fhe mil's and the work now 


being done on the Lane mill will in- 


crease still further the June output.” 
In the report of General Manager T. 
A. Johnson, some_ interesting side 
lights are given in regard to the hand- 
ling of the mine before it was taken 
over by the Christopher interests, and 
the waste of compuny property was 
stopped. 

The report says In part, “An inven- 
tory of the company's property shows 
that the values of plant and machin- 
ery at the mine, together with money 
on hand, is $120,189, and that under the 
new management the indebtedness of 
the company has been lowered. 

“The report of the year prior to May 
1, shows that in that time two changes 
4 management took place. In August 
board control was estublished and 
the party in power piaced the company 
on a poor financial footing. As a re- 
sult, after eight months the Christo- 
pher interests were forced to take over 
the p rty after the former board 
had pl the company in such finan- 
cial stress that it was unable to pro- 
ceed further. 

“At this time, February 1, the new 
management found the company had 
an outstanding indebtedness of $24.,- 
$81.49. which was greater than the in- 
debtedness at the time of the reorgan- 
ization in October. 1998. Of _ this 
amount $9000 was balance due on the 
note of $10,000, of which you were ad- 
vised in the ‘managing director's’ let- 
ter of November 25, 1909 stating, 
"Which note the directors personally 
guaranteed, but no notice was given 
the stockholders of a deed of trust 
placed on the company’s property by 
these directors securing themselves in 
said personal guarantee. The present 
management secured the release and 
cancellation of this deed of trust, giv- 
ing a note for the $9000, on which $2000 
has already been paid. 

“Due to a loss of $14,391.30 opera- 
tion during those eight months, and 
an expenditure of $22,812.26 on equip- 
ment and property purchased, the to- 
tal indebtedness was $37,113.56 over and 
above the bullion production, which, 
by the sale of 88,333 shares of treas- 
ury stock at from 10 to 124% cent« per 
share, and other credits, was reduced 
to the above amount of $24,881.49. 
“Since February 1 this Indebtedness, 
through profits on production amount- 
ing to $7339.90 for February, March 
and April, and from the sale of the 
remaining treasury stock, 36.667 shares 
of which were sold at © cents per 
share, has been reduced to 89800. which 
indebtedness constats of $7000 balance 
due on company's note. $2000 balance 
due August 1910, on battery pur- 
chased, and $300 taxes for 1908, payable

A few minutes later the aqueduct 
feeding man remembered he is a dep- 
uty sheriff. so he got off the car, went 
back and found Zuckerman on e 
street corner. “You are under arrést 
for carrying concealed weapons, at- 
tempted murder, exhibiting a deadly

CONSOLIDATION COMMITTEE TO 
MEET AGAIN TONIGHT. 


Unimportant Differences to Be 
Set Aside and Attempt Will Be 
Made to Reach Agreement on Large 
Issues—Thum Declines to Serve as 
Director of Board of Trade.

PASADENA, May 25.—The Joint 
Consolidation Committee composed of 
men from the commercial organisa- 
tions of Pasadena, South Pasadena 
and Alhambra w'll = another 
meeting at the Hotel FPaymond to- 
night. The representatives of each 
city will present the advantages and 
disadvantages, from the standpoint of 
each district. 

It is belleved an agreement will he 
reached on some large proposition, 
such as the water question, and, then, 
for the. general good of the entire 
community, small matters will be 
overlooked. 

While many members of the com- 

mittee believed, at the last meeting, 
that eventual consolidation with Los 
Angeles, as a borough, is the most 
important phase of the entire ques- 
tion, it is now thought that that mat- 
ter will readily solve itself. It now 
seems certain that such a consolida- 
tion cannot be effected for possibly 
three to five years and it is then pos- 
sible that matters may be so snaped 
that the people now living in Pasa- 
dena will be more anxious for the 
larger consolidation than the’ people 
in South Pasadena and Alhambra are 
at the present time. 

It has been intimated that most of 

* the opposition against the movement 
comes from the politicians, who fear 
there will be a less number of jobs in 
the larger city than at present exist 
in the three towns.

OF EDUCATION. 
Long Beach Body Not Able to De- 
cide Upon Which Site Will Be 
Chosen for Polytechnic High School 
So Matter Goes Over Until Today. 
Boys Nearly Drowned. 


ACTION 


LONG BEACH, May 2%4.—After an 
hour's session this evening, the Board 
of Education adjourned until tomor- 
row afternoon, at which time it hopes 
to finally settle the vexed question of 
@ suitable site for the Polytechic high 
schoo). Notwithstanding that the 
Jackson Park people today added an 
extra five acres to thetr free offer, 
making it twenty-five acres, and the 
Bixby offer of thirty acres still stands, 
the board seems to be determined to 
spend money for a site The refusa! 
of the agents of the eligible site at 
Sixteenth and Atlantic to cut the price, 
has resulted in rather favorable con- 
sideration of a new site at Tenth and 
Orange streets. Ten acres are offered 
at $36,000, and it is believed fiye more 
can be secured at $16,300, making the 
total $52,300. The owners are non-fres- 
idents and the adjournment was taken 
to enable telegraphic inquiry as to the 
certainty of securing the additional 
acreage. Eighteen and one-half acres, 
at California and Anaheim, at $49,000, 
within five blocks of street car service, 
was not considered. The favored site 
is about ten city blocks from any street 
car line, and is not regarded as eligi- 
ble by the general public though ad- 
mittedly it Is In the center of popula- 
tion of the district. 

Four ballots were taken by the board 
this afternoon on sites. On the first 
Sixteenth and Atlantic received two 
votes, Jackson Park, I; Bixby site, 1; 
Tenth and Orange, 1. On the second 
Tenth and Orange received two votes 
and Sixteenth and Atlantic, three. On 
the third and fourth ballots, Tench and 
Orange received three votes and Six- 
teenth and Atlantic two. 

Then the board invited talks from 
the lobby and advocates of the several 
sites again presented reasons why their 
properties were the best. The Sixteenth 
and Atlantic people, especially those 
who are holding for a stiff price, were 
asked their conclusive figures and a 
reduction of $1000 on the total of $65,000 
was promised. Then the board took 
an adjournmen’. 

The sudden rise into favor of a site 
not heretofore seriously considere | waa 
a surprise. It is thourcxrt by sume to 
have been sprung in the hope of get- 
ting a reduction on more eiigible sites, 
Many profess to believe yet that the 
board will be anwilling to make a te- 
lection and will order an ejection,

WIFE IS DEAD.

Does Not View Body of Lifeless 
Giri—Complaint Charging Murder 
Is lesued and Man Is Taken to the 
County Jail—Schoo!l Problem Wor- 
ries Principals. 


SANTA MONICA, May 24.—Beyond 
shedding a few tears, after having been 
informed that his bride of four weeks 
was dead as the result of a pistol shot 
which he is charged with having fired 


ino objection this morning 


George Figueroa today manifested the 
same stolid indifference that character- 
ized his actions yesterday. He entered 
When in- 
formed by the police officers that his 
presence would be required at the in- 
vestigatfon to be made by the Coroner. 
and while he inquest was in progress 
he did not view the body of his life- 
less mate. ; 

The principal witness was Mrs. Elso- 
lia Samman, aunt of Figueroa, at 
whose summer cottage the shooting oc- 
cured. She testified that she heard 
the couple quarreling and saw Figue- 
roa strike his wife. It was then that 
Mrs. Samman went toward the couple, 
who were at that time in their own 
rooms. The door was held shut from 
the inside by Figueroa and while Mrs. 
Samman was attempting to gain en- 
trance the revolver was discharged. 
She heard the shot and felt the jar 
following the explosion. After the 
shooting, while Figueroa atill at- 
tempted to hold the door closed agains‘ 
her entrance, Mrs. Samman saw the 
girl lying on the ffoor with her arms 
across her breast. If there was a third 
party in the room Mrs. Samman did 
not know it. The Coroner's jury ac- 
cepted the theory that the woman was 
shot while lying on the floor,. after 
having been knocked or pushed down 
by Figueroa. This theory is borne out 
by the finding of the bullet on the 
floor near the door, where the murdered 


woman was lying. It had passe 
through her head almost from temple 
to temple. 


Jack Surber was another witness. He 
testified that he and Figueroa had 
been drinking during he afternoon and 
evening, each having taken about a 
dozen mugs, Of beer at beach resorts. 
He left the Samman premises before 
the shooting occured. 

The Coroner's jury returned this ver- 
dict: “We, the jury called to inquire 
into the cause of the death of Sarah 
Figueroa, find that she came to her 


death by a gunshot wound of the 
brain, homicidaliy inflicted, and the 
evidence points to one George Figue- 
roa as the guilty party and we recom- 
mend that one John Surber be held 


as a material witness.” 
A complaint charging murder was 
issued out of the Police Court and 


laced under arrest and 
held without bail.’ Pending the pre- 
liminary hearing, the accused was 
taken to the County Jail for safe keep- 
ing. The date of his examination is 
to be fixed by the District Attorney. 
SCHOOL PROBLEM. 

The annual school census, just com- 
pleted, having shown an alarming 
number of children of school age who 
who are gainfully employed, the faculty 
instituted an investigation for the pur- 
pose of determining what this condi- 
tion had to do with the number of 
cases of tardiness reported. The in- 
vestigation has revealed the fact that 
while the compulsory school law is be- 
ing vigorously enforced, the main 
trouble is found to be with the non- 
enforcement of the child labor law, 
since there seems to be no officer re- 
sponsible for its proper carrying out. 
One boy of twelve years, who is fre- 
quently tardy, was reprimanded and 
encouraged to be on time. The next 
morning he was late again, but en- 
tered school armed with a parental ex- 
cuse for his delinquency. The excuse 
read as follows: “Owi to hav- 
ing to work so late at night—sometimes 
until 2 of 2:30 a.m.—we cannot get 
him to school always by 9 o'clock. H 
must have a reasonable amount of 
sleep after working so hard.” 

The boy was subjected to a rigid 
cross-examination, during which it was 
developed that he was employed on the 
beach in setting up ten pins at a bow!- 
ing alley. He said he had worked un- 
til 2 o'clock in the morning of the day 
on which he was questioned, while on 
a previous date he had worked until, 
2:30 am. The boy said this was the 
quitting time generally on busy nights. 
while at other times he would get home 
by midnight. He had been thus em- 
ployed for months, beginning work at 
6:30 p.m. if!company with two or three 
other boys of his own age, and re- 
ceived $4.50 per week. e same boy 
said he had a brother of 15, who also 
works in a bowling alley until about 
2 a.m. and attends no school. 

Those who are in charge of the pub- 
lic schools are inclined to make an ap- 
peal to the mothers’ clubs and the 
women's organizations to come to 
their aid in enforcing the observance 
of the law, which provides emphatical- 
ly that no minor under the age of 16 
shall be employed or itted to work 
for gain between the hours of 10 o'cloc!: 
In the evening and 6 o'clock. in the 
morning. same law provides that 
any person or agent that violates or 
omits to comply with any of the pro- 
visions of the act referred to, or em- 
ploys, or suffers or permits any minor 
to be employed in violativn of the law, 
is guilty of a misaemeanor and may be 
fined or imprisoned for each offense.
